Following the organization of 
the court, the rest of the forenoon 
session was occupied with the call 
of the docket and assignment of 
cases for trial. Twenty cases were 
placed on the trial list. 

CHAPMAN YS. BISBEE. 
Tuesday afternoon was begun 
the trial of the case, Haloid B. 
Chapman vs. Robert C. Bisbee. 
An action to recover for damages 
alleged to• result from a collision 
of Chapman’s team and Bisbee’s 
bicycle. 

The parties are, or were at the 
time of the accident, residents of 
Bethel. Mr. Chapman was a far¬ 
mer, who also carried on a fish 
business. The defendant Bisbee 
is the son of Calvin Bisbee, the 
popular merchant of our town, and 
is now 15 years of age. 

. On the 25 th of April, iS 96 , Chap¬ 
man drove into Bethel village, 
hitched his horse to a hitching 
post at the edge of thu sidewalk 
on Main Street, and went about 
to do some errands. Shortly after¬ 
ward Bisbee came up the street 
on a bicycle, and. Is alleged by the 
plaintiff, riding carelessly and 
not heeding where he was going, 
ran against Chapman’s spring¬ 
board, so frightening his horse 
that he jumped and struggled, 
getting tangled with the spring¬ 
board, wrecking the springboard 
and part of the harness, and in¬ 
juring the horse severely. The 
horse was treated by a veterinary 
for a while, and was then turned 
out to pasture, but was afterwards 
found to be growing worse, and 
finally died. 

The .contention of .the defence 
was that the collision was not the 
result of Bisbee’s carelessness, but 
that the team was hitched so as to 
extend from the sidewalk well to¬ 
wards the middle of the street; that 
Bisbee was riding up the street at 
a safe distance, and that when he 
was about opposite the team the 
horse took fright at the bicycle', be¬ 
gan plunging, and backed the 
spring-board against the bicycle. 
The defence further maintains that 
the death of the horse was due to 
this accident, but that the horse 
was cured of those injuries, and 
subsequently died from an injury 
caused by sticking a stub Into her 
foot In the pasture. 

There was more or less conflict¬ 
ing testimony, especially with re¬ 
gard to the position of the team, 
and the particulars of the accident 
several eyewitnesses of which were 
called. The case, which appeared 
at first to promise a short trial, co- 
cupied nearly two days as both 
sides had a large number of wit¬ 
nesses. Verdict for plan tiff,$ 41 . 50 . 
Herrick and Park for plaintiff; C. 
G. Warren and Wright for defend; 
ant. , '*■ 

BROWN VS. SEAVEY. 

The suits of William H. Brown of 
Bethel, against James M. Seavey, 
for the alienation of the affections 
ofhiawife, Judith, which promised 
such sensational features and in¬ 
volved damages of $ 5000 , were 
amicably aettled Monday forenoon, 
and did not come to trial. 

The settlement was a surprise to 
the jury and galiery, and the spec¬ 
tators who had brought their din¬ 
ners,, sorrowfully picked up their 
hats and started homeward.

LIZ0TTE IN ALASKA 


Another Attempt at Murder Startles 
Livermore Fails. 

Livermore Falls, Oct. 11 .—An¬ 
drew York, a Canadian, who was 
employed In the pulp mills at 
“Riley’s,’’shot and seriously wound¬ 
ed Joseph Tetro, with whom he 
boarded, to-day. The shouting 
resulted from a quarrel over an un¬ 
paid board bill. York escaped, but 
be was captured later. 

For sometime past there has been 
ill-feeling between the two men on 
account of an intimacy alleged to 
have existed between Tetro’s wife 
and York. 

On Saturday Mrs. York left the 
house and had not returned, this 
morning. York, instead of going 
to work to-day, announced his in¬ 
tention of leaving Tetro’s place, but 
the latter retnsed to permit York 
to remove his trunk from the house, 
in view of the fact that York-was 
behind on his board bill. 

A quarrel followed, in course of 
which, York drew a revolver and 
fired two shots at Tetro, one ballet 
lodging in Tetro’s neck and the 
other below the shoulder blade. 
As the wounded man dropped to 
the floor, York jamped through a 
window and lied. 

Assistance, summoned by the 
sound of the shot was soon at hand 
and Tetro was taken to the hos¬ 
pital, where, after an examination, 
it was stated that the wounds might 
not prove fatal. 

Meanwhile Sheriff Dwelley had 
started on York’s trail, and after a 
lively chase the officer came up 
with the would-be murderer and 
placed him under arrest. He will 
be arraigned here later.

I came over here with some 
horses with a man iroiu Seattle, 
and I think now I will stay here 
until spring and I will get an early 
start. There are four in the party 
of which I am now a member, 'and 
tfiey are all nice fellows. We have 
located a lot here and will begin 
at once to build us a cabin for the 
winter.. After we get through we. 
will go over the gold fields. I 
have started out for the stuff and 
will either get it or die trying. 

Prices are very high here. Let 
me giveyouan ida of what they 
are: Eggs, 50 c. per dozen; but¬ 
ter, 75 c. per pound; beef, 60 c. per 
pound; milk, 30 c. per quart; ap¬ 
ples, 5 c. each ; bread, 25 c. per loaf, 
and everything else in like propor¬ 
tion ; horse.shoeing, $6 ; ox shoeing, 
$ 15 . I will tell you some of these 
fellows are making money hand 
over fist. The man next to our 
■camp made $135 in trucking, yes¬ 
terday, with one pair of horses. 
They don’t charge much for haul¬ 
ing stuff from the boats, oh, no. 
Of course prices are immeasurably 
higher here before winter is over. 

There are about 200 people camp¬ 
ing here for the winter, and we will 
all go over in the spring, that is, if 
we don’t freeze up. The weather 
has been perfect so far. Of course 
there is snow on the mountains but 
not here in the vaJley yet. I wish 
you could see some of the pack 
trains that leave here. Hundreds 
are going all the time. There will 
surely be the most horrible catas¬ 
trophes on the trail through the 
mountains this winter that have 
ever been heard of, for many of 

them, will starve and freeze to 

-( 

death. 

I was over the trail, yesterday, 
about six miles and counted 127 
horses down over the embankment. 
They looked about as- big as dogs 
from wher^I was. It was aji awful 
sight. Some of the sights are heart¬ 
rending. You meet people coming 
back over the trail, crying and all 
discouraged, selling their goods for 
what they can get and either stay¬ 
ing here or going home. It is im¬ 
possible to get over the trail, but 
people are crazy to get there before 
everything freezes up. The best 
\yay to get there is on the snow, but 
they are so anxious they won’t wait 
for that. A man started with 20 
horses, Sunday, went half way over 
andjhad two left. I wish I could 
describe the strange sights I see 
here. 

They say there are now over 2000 
horses scattered over the trail even 
as far as the lake. As soon as the 
cold weather starts in,we shall hear 
of people dying as fast as, horses. 
It is cold up here In the winter, 
with plenty of snow, the tempera¬ 
ture ranging from 40 to 60 below 
zero. 

It is goirg to be a tough experi¬ 
ence, but I am going to stick it out 
if I can. You see, there will be 
many people here in'the spring and 
I want to get a good start.
